It is spfficient to say, without giving 
their names, that the two colored men 
who desired the foregoing correstion ia 
be made have the full confidence of their 
people, and have jong been recognized as 
the most influential leadersaf the golored 
race in Georgia. They are not only in- 
telligent, but markedly so, and they are 
leaders by reason of their intelligence. 
They talked fully and freely in 
regard to the intentions of the 
colored republicans in Georgia, and 
the statements they made were an 
appropriate supplement to the signifi- 
cance of the correction they desired en- 
tered upon the record, They spoke with 
the confidence that results from mature 
deliberation. They said that hereafter 
the colored republicans of Georgia would 
be controlled by colored yepybljcang. 
They made no attack, either by name or 
intimation, upon the white republicans 
who have heretofore been the controlling 
influence in republican politics. They 
complained of no one, and spoke with 
bitterness of no one.

Bat 
they stated, and reiterated the statement 
many times, that hereafter the colared 
republicans would look out for themselves 
in matters affecting their political inter- 
ests; that they were now able to think 
and vote for themselves independently 
of any special instruction or leadership 
from the white republicans. They talked 
of these and other questions of concern 
to their race without reserve, and with 
a certain degree of manliness both whole- 
some and significant. 

Time and time again, during the past 
year or two, THe CensTiITUTION, in ex- 
plaining certain facts that seemed to 
worry and perplex the editors of promi- 
nent northern journals, has insisted that 
the colored voters of Georgia have reached 
a point where they can exercise the 
rights of citizenship with some degree 
of intelligence, and with some regard for 
their own best interests; and it 
is only a few weeks ago that 
we made the prediction that the white 
republicans who have heretofore upon 
occasion led them about blindfolded 
would never again be in a position to ex- 
ercise undue influence over the negro 
vote. The information given us by the 
two prominent colored leaders to whom 
we have alluded amounts to a verifica- 
tion of everything we have said upon the 
subject and is far more significant, and 
will be more important in its results than 
the action of the colored mass meet- 
ing held in Savannah recently. Both, 
however, are important as indicating 
the tendency of the colored vote, and the 
progress the race has made in the direc- 
tion of intelligent citizenship. The atti- 
tude of the colored voter in this respect 
must be accepted as an evidence that he 
has become intelligent enough to know 
what his own interests are, and a step 
further in the same direction will show 
him that these interests—material and 
political—are identical with the inter- 
ests of the white citizens. No law, 
no scheme of public education, no effect 
of good government, no reform, no pro- 
gress, no improvement of any kind caa 
be mentioned that does not benefit one 
race equally with the—other. 
the colored people grasp the idea in its 
full force and it will matter little to what 
party they belong. Questions of this sort 
are altogether apove and beyond mere 
party politics, and it is for this reason we 
are so anxious to aid and further any 
movement looking to the mental and 
moral improvement of the colored peo- 
ple. Once let them become familiar with 
the obligations and responsibilities of 
citizenship—once let them appreciate 
the powerof the ballot in regulating their 
own rights and inierest—and the whites 
will no longer complain that the colored 
vote is cast against the best interests of 
the state.

Mr. Fort’s Billi For Breaking up the 
Paper Ring. 

Wasnineton, February 18 —If Mr. Fort 
can get the floor to-morrow for that pur- 
pose he may movea suspension of the rules, 
in order to put upon its passage his bill to 
place on the free list certain articles im- 
ported aid used in the manufacture of 
eper, giass and woolen fabrics, and to re- 
uce the duty on printing paper.

this session induces Mr. Fort, who be- 
lieves that printing paper should be 
cheaper, to adopt this plan of getting the 
subject before the house. Fhis proposed 
legislation isdue in a great measure to the 
great advance in paper. Mr. Fort’s bill pro- 
vides that.on and after the 1st. day of July. 
1880, allsoda as» and impure carbonate of 
suda imported to be used in the mauufac- 
ture of paper, or of glass, or of cloths or 
fabrics composed wholly or in part uf wool. 
shall be admitted free ofduty. It also pro- 
vides that ail unsized printing paper, used 
for bovks, pamphlets, mazazines and news- 
papers exclusively, shali be subject to an 
import duty of 5 per centum ad valo- 
rem. Meeting Mr. Fort to-day, he was 
asked what his motive was in introducing 
the bill.
